Watchet, Somerset 
June 18th, 1948. 

My Dear People, 

We have come here for two days of rest follow¬ 
ing the most strenuous programme I have ever 
undertaken. It is an interesting spot, reported to be 
the port from which the Ancient Mariner set sail 
on the Bristol Channel. The mother of Lorna Doone 
is said to be buried in the Church Yard. Now after 
two days of relaxation we are again ready for 
work. 

My best plan, I think, is to write a sort of diary. 
The days have been so full that of necessity much 
must be passed over, but at any rate you will be 
able to catch a glimpse of events and places and 
peoples. At the outset I am glad to report that Mrs. 
Barfoot is very well indeed. I believe the journey 
has already proved beneficial and she is enjoying 
every minute. 

We landed at the London Air Port on Saturday 
evening, June 5th about 9 p.m. and went immedi¬ 
ately to the Cumberland Hotel where I packed my 
bag for the first week-end of the Lambeth Cam¬ 
paign in the diocese of Liverpool—at Southport. I 
joined the team of bishops at 7:10 a.m. Sunday, 
June 6th—the others were Calgary, Osaka (Japan¬ 
ese) and Melbourne. I preached three times on Sun¬ 
day in the Southport churches. Since Calgary was 
in the team it was agreed that I should speak of my 
trip to the Arctic, and Calgary would cover the 
other aspects of life and work in Alberta. Large 
congregations attended every service. At Even¬ 
song, I spoke to 1,000 people (the average congre¬ 
gation in this particular church is reported to be 
about 800). Whatever may be true of church attend¬ 
ances elsewhere in England, the people of Lanca¬ 
shire still go to church. I got the impression of great 
vitality and absorbing interest in all that concerns 
the church. I have, however, been assured that the 
same does not obtain in other parts of the country. 
Nevertheless, the experience was encouraging. 

Monday, June 7th, we spent in the Wigan 
Deanery—three addresses. The afternoon meeting 
was attended by more than 800 people and the 
evening a full church of about 400. 

Tuesday was spent in the Deanery of Warring¬ 
ton. The day began with a celebration of Holy 
Communion at 8 a.m. at which there were 100 com¬ 
municants. After breakfast I spoke to the pupils 
in the Church school. At 11 a.m. I was taken to 
what is called an Approved School. It is for the 
education of delinquent boys and proved to be 
the highlight of the week-end. I spoke to 150 boys 
in the school chapel. All of them have been through 
the courts for some offence. Truth to tell, I have 
rarely seen a more intelligent or happier group of 
boys. They receive training—very careful training 


—in almost every kind of trade. They have actually 
built most of the buildings and I saw them at work 
on new buildings—carpenters, plumbers, electri¬ 
cians, bricklayers, etc. The headmaster told me 
that they have about 85% success in reclaiming 
the boys and from what I saw I can well under¬ 
stand it. The whole atmosphere of the school was 
one of happy work and friendly intercourse. We 
have much to learn in the treatment of delinquents. 

Wednesday evening I returned to London and 
rejoined Mrs. Barfoot. We spent Thursday and Fri¬ 
day getting acquainted with the ration system. 
On Friday evening we went to the movies and the 
news pictures were all about the Leduc oil wells, 
especially the one out of control and also pictures 
of the B.C. floods—we were pretty much at home. 
On Saturday morning early, we went to Epsom 
where I was scheduled to perform a marriage for 
one of my former St. John's College students. I left 
Mrs. Barfoot with cousins in Weybridge and set 
out for Aberdeen where I joined a team of bishops 
—Mombasa (Kenya), Nelson (New Zealand). I 
travelled all night reaching Aberdeen at 7:30 a.m. 
Sunday. Here there were only three services—11 
a.m. at the Cathedral, 3 p.m. a children's rally of 
about 1,000 and Evensong. This beautiful city built 
entirely of granite defies description. The warmth 
of our reception was a never to be forgotten ex¬ 
perience. I was greeted by being presented with a 
copy of the Scottish Churchman—the church paper 
in which the leading article was a reprint of my 
page in “The Edmonton Churchman"—the one on 
Communism. So you see the "Edmonton Church¬ 
man" has an Empire reputation! 

We left Aberdeen at 9:30 a.m. Monday, arriv¬ 
ing at King's Cross, London at 10:20 p.m. I went 
by tube to Paddington and caught a train at 
12:55 p.m. for South Wales where I was to speak 
at a Pilgrimage in celebration of the 250th Anni¬ 
versary of the S.P.C.K. The Archbishop of Wales 
sent his car to the station and I was taken to his 
palace. The Archbishop is about 80 years of age 
but most remarkably alert and active and full of 
gracious kindness. It was a delightful experience 
about which I must tell you more later. At the 
Pilgrimage, Canon Jones (father of Hywel Jones) 
met me. We talked of Canada, of his children and 
grand children (whom I confirmed at Holy Trinity 
a few years ago). Everywhere I go it is the same. 
I meet relatives and friends of people I have known 
in Canada. 

God has been good to us. We are both happy 
and feel a deep sense of gratitude to you all for 
enabling us to make this pilgrimage to the Mother¬ 
land and to Lambeth. When I write again the 
strenuous six weeks of the Conference will have 
been underway for several weeks. Please God we 
shall be able to advance His cause in and through 
our meeting. We greet you sincerely.

LAMBETH 1948 

The Lambeth Conference will convene on July 
1st and continue until August 8th. This conference 
of Bishops of our Communion from all parts of the 
world will take place in Lambeth Palace, the home 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Most Rever¬ 
end Geoffrey F. Fisher. "God in His world and 
in His Church" is the central theme of the confer¬ 
ence, and the assembled Bishops, together or in 
committee, will discuss many aspects of that 
general theme. Differing and changing conditions 
on every continent will make for different expres¬ 
sions of opinion, but we shall all look for some 
positive help and guidance in the larger problems 
which are common to all parts of our Church. It 
will not be until the Conference is over and the 
Bishops have dispersed to their home Dioceses 
that reports of their deliberations will be avail¬ 
able. 

Church Conferences, because of the very in¬ 
volved nature of the Church's business, sometimes 
gain a deserved reputation for pious promises and 
meaningless platitudes. It is not easy for confer¬ 
ences to be forthright in their utterances and 
courageous in their decisions. There is the danger 
of being misunderstood by those who know little 
and care less about the background of the prob¬ 
lems. There is always a greater danger of creat¬ 
ing divisions within the Church which, once made, 
are not easy to heal. In any case Lambeth is for 
the purpose of discussion and not legislation. 

Members of our Communion everywhere are 
showing a real interest in this, the eighth Lambeth 
Conference, and will pray that under the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit it will prove an occasion of out¬ 
standing spiritual advance at a time when it is 
so necessary for the Church to advance. For these 
are critical days in our history, resembling in many 
respects the task of the Church of the first century 
as it sought to make its witness in a hostile, or at 
best indifferent society. God was in His Church 
in His world then, as He is now, and we must 
learn to do His will. 

Remember the Lambeth Conference in your 
prayers.

FORMER CITY RECTOR 
PASSES 

The Rev. Canon Christopher Car- 
ruthers, retired Army Chaplain, and 
former Rector of Holy Trinity Church, 
Edmonton from 1912-1927 passed away 
on Saturday, June 5th, after a short 
illness. 

Canon Carruthers had a long and 
colourful ministry in the Church in 
Western Canada. Born at Aylmer, 
Ontario, he first served as a Curate 
in Quebec. In 1906 he came to the 
West, and served as a chaplain of the 
Barr colony at Lloydminster. He wcrs 
responsible for the organization of 
numerous Churches in the surrounding 
areas in Saskatchewan, and in 1912 he 
accepted a call to Holy Trinity, Edmon¬ 
ton. In 1927 he moved to Holy Trinity, 
Winnipeg, where he served until the 
commencement of the 2nd World War. 
His last visit to Edmonton was on the 
occasion of the 50th anniversary of 
Holy Trinity, Edmonton, when he was 
the special Guest Preacher. 

He is survived by two daughters, 
Mrs. Olive Addison, of Winnipeg, and 
Mrs. Ruth Dion, of New Carlisle, Que¬ 
bec. His wife died in Winnipeg in 1939.

THE CATHEDRAL BUILDING 
FUND 

There are strong indications that it 
may be possible to begin the first Stage 
of the building of the new Cathedral 
in the Spring of next year. Plans are 
now well advanced and when this first 
stage is completed it will provide for 
more extended accommodation for Dio¬ 
cesan and Parochial work. No part of 
the present buildings will be touched 
and all the construction work of this 
first stage will be in the nature of 
additions which will include two large 
Guild Rooms each capable of holding 
seventy-five people. 

The cost of building this first stage 
will not be less than $50,000 and our 
present resources are $21,210. An in¬ 
tensified campaign to raise the addi¬ 
tional funds will be launched in the 
fall of this year, but in the meantime, 
Monthly Subscription Envelopes may 
be obtained.

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Dedication of Memorials 
at Holy Trinity 


On Sunday, June 20th, a Service of 
Dedication of Gifts to the Church was 
conducted by the Rector, Canon W. M. 
Nainby. The Memorials included a 
stained glass window depicting "St. 
Luke" erected by the congregation in 
memory of a former Rector, Canon G. 
G. Reynolds; a group of three stained 
glass windows, erected by the congre¬ 
gation, in memory of Mary A. Ord, and 
depicting Mary at the Feet of Jesus; an 
oak Prayer Desk in memory of F/O 
Robert Molloy; an oak table in memory 
of Harry E. Roberts, former Envelope 
Secretary; and also a “Book of Remem¬ 
brance" and oak cabinet, a gift to the 
Church. 

Taking as his text the words under 
the picture on the Mary Ord Memorial, 
"One thing is needful. Mary hath 
chosen that good part which Shall not 
be taken away from her," (Luke 10:42) 
Canon Nainby said: 

To-day is a particularly happy occa¬ 
sion in our parish life. There is the joy 
of giving and receiving, of paying 
tribute and giving thanks. Our opening 
words this morning were from the 
Hymn 466, “We love the place, O God, 
wherein thine honour dwells" and it 
is our privilege to gather in God's 
house to give and receive and to dedi¬ 
cate to God these gifts for the enrich¬ 
ment of His house. 

I do not think it would be easy to 
find a more representative group than 
those in whose memory we have dedi¬ 
cated these gifts. 

Starting up in the Sanctuary we 
honour our former Rector Canon Rey¬ 
nolds with a stained glass window de¬ 
picting "St. Luke." Many of you will 
remember the ministry of Canon Rey¬ 
nolds in this parish and the fourteen 
years which he served here. He came 
in 1927 and played a great part in the 
organization and development of the 
parish. On his shoulders more than any 
other fell the responsibility for meeting 
the obligations of the Church during 
the long and hard years of the depres¬ 
sion, and he faced the challenge with 
wisdom and courage and steadfastness. 
He enjoyed the affection and esteem of 
a very wide circle of friends, and as 
I go about the parish I hear many

tributes to his work and his helpfulness 
from all walks of life. The words under 
the figure of St. Luke in the window 
which we have erected in his memory 
come to us as though they are a final 
benediction from the Priest in the 
Sanctuary, "Peace be to this house." 
So our first tribute is to a priest of the 
Church of God. 

BENEATH the window, in the Sanctu¬ 
ary, we honour a youth of the parish, 
and one of our number who fought 
for us during the 2nd World War. 
Robert Molloy was once a choir boy 
here. His place was on the south side 
of the Chancel, and the Prayer Desk in 
his memory is now placed on that side. 
He belonged to our Scouts, and 
answered the call of King and Country, 
became an officer in the R.C.A.F. and 
was shot down over Germany. Many 
of you will remember him, and cherish 
this gift from his parents in his mem¬ 
ory. So our second tribute is to a youth 
of the Church. 


Coming down into the Nave of the 
Church we. honour a woman of our 
parish who during a fine long life of 
91 years worked untiringly for her 
Church and especially in this parish. 
Mary Ord had herself presented several 
beautiful memorials to our Church, and 
all who knew her, speak of her faith¬ 
fulness and devotion. She was an ac¬ 
tive member of the Woman's Auxiliary, 
a Life Member, and among other things 
this parish will always owe her a great 
debt for the help she rendered in 
lessening the financial burden at a 
time when it was very grievous. The 
window in her honour is also a gift of 
the Congregation, and is placed near¬ 
est the pew in which she sat so straight, 
Sunday by Sunday. 

A Priest, a Youth, a Lay woman, and 
now a Layman. At the back of the 
Church is the family memorial to an 
outstanding Layman of our Church, 
Harry Roberts, and it is placed at the 
door where he used to stand so often 
on a Sunday morning or evening, wel¬ 
coming the congregation whom he knew 
so well. For almost twenty years Mr. 
Roberts was our Envelope Secretary, 
and for many years he was Treasurer 
of the Mortgage Fund, though he 
passed away a few short months before 
the mortgage was finally retired. I 
count it a very great privilege to have 
known Harry Roberts, and his record 
as a Layman of our Church is a long 
record of faithfulness, integrity and 
efficiency.

A Priest, a Youth, a Laywoman, and 
a Layman. And now, as if to gather up 
all who have served God in this place 
we have at the centre door an Oak 
cabinet containing the Book of Re¬ 
membrance, an anonymous gift to the 
Church. We will want to inscribe there 
the names of those who have played 
their part in the life and work of our 
Parish—extending Christ's Kingdom— 
those who belonged to the Church Mili¬ 
tant here on earth and are now num¬ 
bered among the Church Triumphant 
in Heaven. Many names will be entered 
in that book, with such a record of 
their service as we can remember, and 
over the years it will prove a real 
history of Holy Trinity Parish. Perhaps 
I should explain here that names for 
the Book of Remembrance will be wel¬ 
comed, and may be entered without any 
charge. It may be that some will want 
to make a small thank-offering—it is 
quite optional—and any such offering 
will be used to establish an Endow¬ 
ment Fund. But the primary purpose 
of the Book is a Book of Remembrance 
where we will remember all who have 
served God in this Church. 

So today we hold in thankful re¬ 
membrance a Priest, a Layman, a Lay- 
woman, a Youth and all the saints who 
have finished their course and kept 
the faith. 

Why do we put beautiful and costly 
gifts in this church? Well, we speak 
of our church as the House of God, a 
place set apart for praise and prayer 


and thanksgiving to God. The very act 
of building a church, as with every 
act of beautifying and enriching it is an 
act of worship. All our gifts are given 
to the Glory of God. It is an instinctive 
act of homage which rises from the 
human heart. All over the world there 
are men and women and boys and girls 
who feel as we feel, who experience 
the urge to worship as we experience 
the need for worship, who make their 
prayers and sing their praise, and lift 
up their hearts in thanksgiving, just as 
we pray and praise and give thanks. 

Take away this building, and others 
like it, and the result would soon be 
misery and anarchy, for the church 
stands in the world as a sheet anchor 
in the storm of daily living. Our wor¬ 
ship helps us to live a proper life, a 
balanced and complete life. Without 
worship life is incomplete, and grows 
more shallow and selfish and worldly 
as the years go by. The grave danger 
with us all is this danger of being too 
busy to find time for God. Almost all 
our life is spent in the search, some¬ 
times frantic search, for things which 
money can buy. For, whilst the church 
exists to proclaim that man does not 
live by bread alone, we all know that 
man does need bread, nonetheless, and 
many other things beside, and he needs 
money in order to provide them. 

Any pious talk suggesting that the 
only complete life is one in which a 
man or woman withdraws from the 
world in meditation on the world to 
come ignores the obvious fact that 


earning our daily bread is an essential 
part of life, and honest and useful toil 
is the proper responsibility of everyone. 

But we have no difficulty in under¬ 
standing that. Everything we do em¬ 
phasizes that fact. All our education, 
newspapers, radio, governments—they 
all tell us over and over again about 
man's physical needs. There's no diffi¬ 
culty there. That is the natural man. 
But this church, raising its tower over 
the tops of the houses, exists to pro¬ 
claim a deeper message, now illus¬ 
trated for us in our new window of 
Jesus and Mary. The church adds a 
word to the statement of man's need. 
He lives by bread—true! He needs food 
and clothing and a home to live in— 
true! But he does not live by these 
things alone. He does not live by bread 
alone. 

For man has a spiritual nature as 
well as a physical nature. He is made 
in the image of God. He exists for 
communion with God. His highest and 
most sublime need is spiritual, com¬ 
munion with God. And no matter how 
much the things of the market place 
clamour for our lives to possess them 
completely, no matter how much our 
friends and relations may throng us, 
one thing especially is needed . . . time 
out that we may, as it were, sit at the 
feet of Jesus and enjoy communion and 
fellowship with Him. 

For it is possible to be so successful 
that we gain the whole world—and 
yet lose out. It is possible to acquire 
wealth and position and power-—and 
yet be intensely unhappy and unsatis¬ 
fied. Sometimes we need to pray to be 
delivered from the tyranny of things, 
of friends, of relations, in order to find 
the one thing which we need for our 
soul's health. Like Mary, we must 
choose that good part which shall not 
be taken away from us. Laying up for 
ourselves treasures which neither moth 
nor rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves cannot break through nor steal. 

That is the purpose of worship. That 
is what our church exists to proclaim. 
That is the unspoken testimony of every 
memorial we dedicate. They all say, 
"Choose that good part which shall 
not be taken away from you, for man 
doth not live by bread alone." They 
point us to the skies. They point us to 
God for they are all to the glory of 
God as we dedicate them in thankful 
remembrance of the lives of those who 
have sought to inspire us to nobler and 
holier living.
